Divided by 
States the lists of contributions were 
something like this: New York, $3,000,- 
000; Pennsylvania, $2,600,000; Connect! 
cnt, New Jersey, Illinois and Ohio 
$1,000,003 each; Massachusetts, Maine 
New Hampshire and Vermont, $2,000,- 
000; Maryland, West Virginia, Delaware 
and Kentucky, $2,000,000, and all the 
other States about $2,500,000. In New 
York the trusts,railroads and banks con- 
tributed $2,000,000, J. Pierpont Morgan 
& Co. gave $100,000, Lazard Prerea, 
Brown Brothers & Co.'Belmont Bank 
ing house, Vermilye & Co., Heidelbach, 
lokelheimer & Co. and Morton, Bliss & 
Co. gave from $25,000 to $50,000 each. 
The insurance companies were very 
liberal and the Vanderbilt family con 
tributed $250,000. 


There is an unexpended surplus of 


about $2,000,000 and Bepublican fin- 
tioual headquarters have been catab 
limbed »n Washington permanently or 
as long as the money holds o.it lu 
some Congressional districts, where 
the opposition candidate was promi- 
nent, In the silver cause, $75,000 was 
expended for what is called "special 
work," to defeat the Silver nominee. 
Mr. Hanca was especially desirous to 
defeat Congressman Towne of Alinue- 
aota, who left the l.epublican party 
when it declared against silver, and 
Joseph C. Sibley of Pennsylvania ;md 
$100,000 was expended in each district 
for " special work." 


Some of the Nevada leaders wrote 


very urgent letters for funds, alleging 
that money would carry the State tor 
MoKinley, but it appears that others of 
Mr. Hanna's advisers thought it useless 
and little if any money was sent to 
Nevada. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL 
ELECTION. 


The night of the Presidential election 


the gold btandard papeia claimed two- 
thirds of tho States and a popular ma- 
jority of 1,400,000 for McKinley. Somo 
of them have never corrected the mis- 
statement but leave the impression on 
the minds of their readers that two- 
thirds of the States gave their electoral 
votes to the gold standard candidate. 
Now the facts, as nearly as can bo 
ascertained until the official returns of 
all the States are compiled, are us fol- 
lows: 


The total vote was about 13,732,498, 


of which McKinley received 7,044,884; 
Bryan, 6,452,218;Palmer, 116,698; Lever- 
ing, 104,427; Bently, 10,678; Matcbette, 
9,942; MoKinley's plurality, 592,666. 


In 1860 when the popular vote was 


much less than half that cast at the 
recent election, Lincoln's plurality was 
491,249, and in 1872 when the popular 
vote was less than half what it is now, 
Grant's majority was 762,991. So far 
from being a landslide a change of live 
per cent of the whole vote would have 
given Bryan a majority of the popular 
vote, and a change of 23,000 votes in the 
close States would have given him a 
majority of the electoral vote. 


As it is Bryan carried 22 of the 45 


States, and received one electoral vote 
In each of the States of California and 
Kentucky. McKinley carried 21 Staies, 
and in addition received u majority 
of the electoral votes of California 
and Kentucky. 
Draw a line 
on 


the map of the United States from the 
Mississippi east and north of Missouri, 
Tennessee and Virginia to the Atlantic 
and you inclose the States which gave 
their electoral votes to the gold stand- 
ard candidate, with the exception of 
California and Oregon on the Pacific 
Coast, and a change of a few thousand 
votes would have given those two States 
to Bryan. The States within a few 
hundred miles of Wall street and com- 
pletely under the control of the gold 
trust elected MoKinley and gave him 
his large popular majority. 


i Union Fao 11- has been in the ii-n i» cf 
receivers appointed by the 
United 


States Courts for some time. It is in a 
much worse condition financially than 
the Central Pacific, and as several 
millions of its bonds, for the redemp- 
tion of which the Government is re- 
sponsible, mature on the 1st of January 
next something must be done if the 
funding bill is not passed to prevent 
the Government from foreclosing its 
lien on the road. 


The President states in his message 


that unless Congress shall otherwise 
direct or shall have previously deter- 
mined upon a different solution of the 
problem there will hardly appear any 
reason for delaying beyond the date ol 
default (January 1, 1897) snob, execu- 
tive action as will promise to subserve 
the public interests and save the Gov- 
ern men t from the loss threatened by 
further inaction. It may be taken for 
granted, therefore, that if Congress 
does not settle the question in some 
way that proceedings will be instituted 
in a few weeks by the Government to 
get what it can out of tho Union Pa- 
cific road.

Oenth 
Or Attorney-General Beatty—A 


Perh»pg Fatal Accident to an Old 
Timoi— Some Milling and Irish Items. 


CABSON, December 10,1896. 


Hon. Kobert M Beatty, Attorney- 


General for the State of Nevada, died 
at his rooms in the AiliiiKloa 
about noon to-cUy. General cr 
tioual decline for the last few months 
combined with pneumonia nnd heart 
failure induced tha final result. He 
was able to be about and attend to his 
official duties however until some three 
or four weeks ago, when ho experienced 
a severe attack of pneumonia and bad 
to stay at home. He seemed to rally 
and to be on the road to recovery and 
n Sunday Irst came down to the hotel 


office fora short time. About 11 A, si. 
;o-day his unusually heavy breathing 
n his room attracted attention and ha 
was found in an unconscious condition. 
Medical assistance wns summoned and 
19 recovered consciou-suess bat soon, 
relapsed and died. 


Deceased wUa a native of Illinois, aged 


about 46 years, although his flowing 
gray hair and beard and generally aged 
appearance was that of a man of over 
sixty. He came to tho Pficiilc Coust in 
1852 and to Nevada in 18G8. He studied 
law in Virginia City and was admitted 
to the bar at Hamilton, White Pine 
Oouuty, in 1871. In 1873 he became a 
resident of Eureka, was elected Dis-r 
trict Attornay, 
and, resided there 


until a couple of yeara ago when he 
was elected State Attorney-General, 
He waa an ablo man and good officer 
and an army of friends regret his 
loss. 


Ho leaves a brother, sister and two 


sons in (Julifornia, the brother will 
arrive here to-morrow morning. He 
was a member of Beatific Lodge, No. 7, 
K. of P., and the lodge hers has taken 
charge of his remains. He will proba- 
bly be buried here. The appointment 
of his successor in office devolves upon 
Governor Sadler.
